London, March 9.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph this morning publishes a dis­ 
patch from Toklo dated March 7, a n i 
saying: 
“It Is reported that the Ja p ­ 
anese fleet engaged the Russian Vlad- 
lvostock squadron at sea. 
The result 
of the engagem ent is not announced, 
but It Is believed that the Russian 
ships were destroyed or captured. 
Paris, March 9.—-Telegraphing from 
St. 
Petersburg, a correspondent 
of 
the Echo de Paris says that contrary 
to the statem ents cabled from Port 
Said, the Russian 
squadron 
under 
command of Admiral Wlrenlus will 
return to 1.1 ban on the Baltic In a few 
weeks, leaving only one cruiser aud 
several torpedo tw ats In the Mediter­ 
ranean. 
"I am Informed from a trustw orthy 
•ource,” the correspondent says also, 
“that several regiments of Cossacks 
are going to Manchuria from the Cau­ 
casus. 
H itherto fne authorities have 
abstained from w ithdrawing troops 
from the Caucasus, as they wished to 
retain a strong guard on the Persian 
and Afghan frontiers.”

The forthcoming visit of Marquis 
Ito as special ambassador from the 
Emperor of Japan to the Emperor ct 
I Korea claim# general attention.

was originally planned to send a prom­ 
inent Japanese to Seoul as a perma­ 
nent resident advisor to the Korean 
government, and various names were 
suggested. 
The announcement that 
Marquis Ito is going is a surprise. 
Iu 
official circles it is insisted that the 
object of Marquis Ito’s visit to Korea 
is not politically Important. 
St. Petersburg, March 9.—Viceroy 
Alexieff has sent the czar the follow­ 
ing message: 
I have the honor to communicate to 
your majesty the following:

Vladivostok towards l l o’clock In the 
morning, having passed near Askoid 
island. 
After 
several

which involved changes in the squad­ 
ron’s order of battle, two cruisers 
were left to tho north of the island

the remaining vessels of the 
squadron steamed along the coast of 
Ussuri 
bay, 
parallel to the shore, 
keeping

mately IO miles) therefrom. 
Upon ar-1 
riving off Mount St. Joseph and the 
Ussuri bay battery, the squadron, pre­ 
serving the same order, made towards 
the battery. 
The ships opened fir'* 
from both sides, evidently first usin'4 
blank cartridges in order to warm 
their guns. 
At 1:35 p. rn., when at a 
distance 
of

versts (approxl-j 
maDely

one-fourth miles) 
from the shore the leading ship open-1 
e«l fire with her forward guns, a n i;
